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Scntellum auffalleud. Es ist breit geraudet, uicht abgestutzt, 
brauuschwarz wie die iibrige ThoraxfUiche, mit 3 hellereu 
Fleckeu. Zwei davon liegeu an den beiden seitlichen Eckeu, 
der dritte in der Mitte des Hinterrandes in einer gruben- 
artigen Vertiefnng. Vor dieser Vertiefung iiegen einzelue 
kurze Qnerfurchen, die bis zum Vorderraude breiter werdeu 
nnd insgesamt mit der erwahuten Grube deu Eiudruek einer 
vorne nnd biuten enveiterten Langsfnrehe des Scutellum 
machen. Ueber die FKigel ist folgendes zu beinerken: Die 
Anallappen (lobnli) siud sehr klein, nnr gerade deutlieh ab- 
gesetzt. Die Mediastiualis niiindet weit von der Snbcostalis, 
diese letztere stets eiu Stiick vor der kleinen Querader, die 
Radialis so diclit an der Cnbitalis, dass der. letzte Absclinitt 
der Costalis uoch nicht halb so laug ist als der vorletzte. 
Der Ursprnng der Discoidalis ist nicht knopffdrinig erhabeu, 
die hiutere Basalzelle dnrch eine dentliche Querader ge- 
schlosseu, in ihrer Wnrzelhiilfte nnr wenig schiniiler als in 
der Endliiilfte, an der breitesten Stelle schmaler als die Eut- 
feruung des Diseoidalisknies vom Fliigelrand betragt nnd 
weniger als halb so lang wie die vordere Basalzelle. Ueber 
Abdomeu nnd Beine ist nichts besonderes zu sageu. 

Description of a New species of Jiiarlinia from 
Dcesa, India, etc. (ny-» )

Juartinia imlica sp. nov. 

Black, shining; a large broad mark on the front rounded 
below on the sides and incised in the middle, a smaller mark 
on the upper part of the eye incision, broad below, narrowed 
above, a longish mark behind the eyes, narrower below than 
above, two closely united marks on the centre of the prono- 
tum, a triangular one on its sides, its broad end on the outer 
side, an irregular mark, longer than broad, below the tegulae, 
a broad, irregular line, broad at the sides and in the middle, 
on the apex of the scntellum and a line on the apices of 
the abdominal segments, dilated laterally and broadly in the 
centre, yellow 7 . Antennae yellow, its dilated part black above. 
Mandibles piceous, black and yellow at the base. Legs black, 
the apex of the femora, the tibiae and the tarsi yellow. 
Wings clear hyaline, the nervures and stigma blackish, cf. 
Length 3—5 mm. 

Head sparsely punctured, the clypeus more closely thau 
the rest. Thorax more closely and strougly punctured. 
Tegulae yellow, with a grey band in the centre. The basal 
nervure is distinctly thickened at its junction with the cubital; 
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the recurrent nervure is distinct; the apical abscissa of the 
radius is only very slightly oblique. The 2nd joint of the 
antennae is roundly thickened and is two-thirds of the length 
of the scape; the thickened club of the antennae is nearly 
as long as the preceding joints of the flagellum united. Me- 
sopieurae more strongly punctured than the mesonotum; the 
metapleurae irregularly rugosely punctured; the sides of the 
metaaotum are rugose, almost reticulated. Thi ablomm is 
shagreened, closely, microscopically puncture 1; the last segment 
is broadly rounded and brown in colour, Apex of clypeus 
broadly, rotiudly incised as in dilecta Andre, the labrum 
being also formed as in that species. 

The discovery of a species of Jnartinia at Deesa, Western 
India by Major C\ G. Nurse is of considerable interest. The 
genus was described by Gribodo in Andre $ Spibies des Hymen. 
11, 822. A few more species (aho from Africa) have been 
described by Kohl. The capture of Jnartinia and Merici in 
Western India by Major Nurse, a3 well as the occurrence 
there of Aptevogyna, confirms the opinion, as shown by other 
branches of Zoology, that there is a distinct African element 
in the West of India. Jnartinia belongs to the family Ala- 
saridae (Vespoidea). This makes the 2nd family added to the 
Indian Fauna since the appearance of Binghams Fauna of 
India, Hymen., the other being the Sapygidae. Cf. Cameron, 
Ann. and Mag. Natur. Hist. July 1809, p. 52. 

Macromcvts aureopifosa Cam. 

In the Jouru. Straits Branch Roy. Asiatic Soc., I described 
this species from Borneo. In the Zeits. fill* Hym. u. Dipter. 
1002, p. 2 Mr. IF. A. Schulz has pointed out that the 
Pompilus honestus Sm . is a Afacromeris . I have no doubt 
that my species is identical with honestn . When describing AL 
oureopilosa I did not think of comparing it with lionesta, as 
that species had been described by Bingham, Fauna of India 
Hymen. 216 as a Pseudagenia. The species is probably 
variable in the colouration of the legs. 

The genus Aferia. 

In the Jouru. Bombay Natur, Hist. Soc. XIV p. 274 
I described a species of this genus, the first recorded from 
India. Further investigation has shown me that the name 
Aferia cauuot be retained, it being clearly identical with 
Alyzine f,atr. (non Auct.) My species must therefore be 
called Afy z in e q u a d r i m ac u l at a. For the species des¬ 
cribed by Bingham in the Fauna of Brit. India, Ilyin, the 
name Plesia must be used. For a revision of the Abjzinidae 
see Wm. H. Ashmead. Canad. Ent. XXXV, 4—7.
